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Stamp Collectors Victimized 
by Spurious Error 


HE Philatelic Research Labora- 

tories, Inc., have recently com- 

pleted an extensive investigation 

by which it is proven that a stamp 
recognized for more than 25 years as a 
rare “error of color” is nothing more 
than a changeling. Collectors and dealers 
have both regarded it as one of the 
scarcest varieties of the 20th Century 
United States stamps and specimens 
have changed hands for prices well over 
a hundred dollars on the rather infre- 
quent occasions when such have been 
offered. 

Now, as a result of the application of 
present day means of study, it is proven 
beyond a doubt that the variety is one 
that can be manufactured by anyone 
within his own home and without the 
need of extensive supplies, advanced 
chemical knowledge or apparatus. 

This stamp is the “lake” shade of the 
2c Panama Pacific, issued in 1913 to cel- 
ebrate the Exposition of 1915 in San 
Francisco, California. The investigation 
was brought about through the coinci- 
dence of the Philatelic Research Labora- 
tories, Inc., having the opportunity to 
make a comparison of two specimens of 
this “error of color” (so-called) from two 
large collections in their custody for ex- 
amination. Comparison of the two stamps 
showed a marked difference in color 
though both were of the correct “lake” 
tone which had been “accepted” for this 
variety. 

Many stories have been told of the 
finding and existence of this stamp. Some 
chose to regard it as an “error of color” 
while others considered it nothing more 
than a rare shade. However, the general 
consensus of opinion placed the number 
of known examples at between 20 and 
40. All were supposed to have come from 
the single sheet discovered in San Fran- 
cisco and if all of them came from this 
one sheet, how could the decided differ- 
ence in the color of the two “lakes” be 
accounted for? 


The Philatelic Research Laboratories, 
Inc., asked themselves this question and 
thereupon commenced an investigation, 
the results of which prove beyond any 
possible doubt that any ordinary “car- 
mine” stamp of this period can be turned 
mto a “lake” in a few moments with 





nothing more needed than the oven of a 
cook stove or a strong electric light bulb. 

The first phase of the investigation was 
to record as many specimens as possible. 
No less than 84 were located with a ra- 
dius of 250 miles from New York City 
and the existence of a considerable num- 
ber is known in various collections in 
other parts of the country. This dis- 
proves completely the “only one sheet of 
seventy” story. 

The next phase was a critical exami- 
nation of both the normal stamps and 
the “lakes” by which it was determined 
that the composition of ink was identical 
on both. It was further determined 
that the “lake” color was not the result 
of any chemical treatment. 


The examination did not stop at this 
point but the original ink formula was 
secured through the courtesy of postal 
officials and from this formula, it was 
seen that the ink inherently was of an 
unstable character which might be sub- 
ject to change under certain abnormal 
conditions of temperature and humidity 
or both. Experiments were conducted 
with a large number of stamps and it was 
found possible to transform the color of 
any carmine stamp of the issue to a 
“lake” merely by exposure to a relatively 
high temperature. The depth or intensity 
of the “lake” color can be regulated by 
the actual degree of temperature and 
the length of exposure and the change 
will take place identically with both used 
and unused specimens. The shades of the 
two specimens which brought about the 
investigation were matched perfectly and 
a wealth of other shades produced all 
basically “lake” in color. It was deter- 
mined that exposure to heat will change 
the basic “carmine” of this issue to a 
“lake” in all instances. The actual color 
may vary according to the original shade 
of the stamp but it is definitely “lake” 
in tone. Try it yourself and see. 

Whether the original sheet reputedly 
found was turned “lake” accidentally or 
deliberately will perhaps never be known 
but there is sufficient evidence to show 
that the stamp was never produced in 
that color by the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing. There is also a great deal 
of evidence to show that many specimens 
have been manufactured during recent 
years solely with a view to deceiving 





the great number of collectors and deal- 
ers who held faith in the story of the 
original “find” of the sheet, but the num- 
ber of specimens known is ample proof 
that there are more lakes than would 
come from one sheet. 

In some respects it is unfortunate that 
Philately must be regarded as the vic- 
tim of such a “hoax” for it can only 
tend to create suspicion in certain other 
varieties of similar character. In this 
respect the “lake” shades of the regular 
2c stamps of 1910 and 1912 must be 
regarded in the same light as the 2c 
Panama Pacific for the same ink form- 
ula was used for the 2c stamps through- 
out that period, but this discovery should 
not create suspicion in numerous other 
color varieties which are perfectly legiti- 
mate and collectible. 


A. S. D. A. Catches Thieves 





A recent Bulletin of the American 
Stamp Dealers Association announces 
that through prompt publicity sent out 
by Secretary Edson J. Fifield, quick cap- 
ture was effected of two men, who plead- 
ed guilty to theft of stamps from Macy’s 
Philatelic Centre and Gimbels Stamp 
Department. They were convicted, pen- 
alty not stated. The material stolen in 
cluded a stock book containing several 
thousand dollars’ worth of U. S. and a 
British Colonial collection of nearly as 
much value. A man suspected of theft of 
stamps from auction and stock books was 
arrested on those charges and identified. 
Convicted of larceny, he was found to be 
out on parole and is now beginning 
what may be a three-year term. Dealers 
of the New York area in particular are 
co-operating in trying to check the num- 
erous stamp thefts, some of them of 
large and valuable items, and the above 
are examples of progress to date. Col- 
lectors or dealers offered material sus- 
pected of being stolen should communi 
cate with Mr. Fifield, 500 Fifth Ave., 
New York City. Losses have resulted to 
buyers from being careless and learning 
too late that the stamps purchased were 
stolen property and returnable to the 
owner.

Ik4c Electric Eye January 16 


The Bureau of Engraving and Printing 
is preparing to extend the electric-eye 
method of perforating to additional de- 
nominations of postage stamps, which 
have to date been restricted to 2c and 3c 
varieties, it was announced Nov. 22 by 
the Post Office Department. 

Electric-eye plates, Nos. 22645 and 
22646, have been made for 1%4c stamps, 
and arrangements are being made to 
start the printing thereof early in Jan- 
uary, 1941. 

These 1c electric-eye stamps will be 
placed on sale at the Philatelic Agency 
and the Washington, D. C., post office on 
January 16, 1941. However, because of 
the small number of identification marks 
on each pane of these, it is not feasible 
for either the Washington, D.C postoffice 
or the Philatelic Agency to accept first- 
day covers for servicing. 

Collectors will note that this does not 
constitute a new stamp issue, as the 1c 
in Electric Eye printings will differ from 
other printings only by the addition on 
some margins of the panes of plate 
markings which are used to obtain better 
perforation. The Department in announc- 
ing a first day of issue of the stamps 
with different type of plate markings is 
acceding to requests of many collectors 
who desired to obtain first day covers 
bearing stamps having the distinguishing 
sheet margins attached. 62 stamps at 
the most, from each sheet of 400 will 
have such distinguishing markings on at- 
tached margins.

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Railway Post 
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Office Notes 





In our August 24 Notes regarding ex- | 


isting trolley car post offices we over- 


looked one office that has been in exist- | 


ence ever since the Texas Electric Rail- 
way Co. was built. This is the “ 
& Dallas R. P. O.” which operates in 
trolley cars between those cities, 
round trips being made each day (re- 
sulting in postmark being found with 
Train Numbers 8, 9, 18 and 21). No 
doubt many of our Texas readers have 
seen this car. The company in the time- 
table calls attention to this unusual ser- 
vice by a reference mark and the foot- 
note explains this “Carries Railway Mail 
Car daily except Sunday.” A notation 
possibly unique in timetable footnotes. 
Dr. Timothy F. Mullen calls attention 
to an error in our list of trolley car 
RPOs, in that the Spokane & Moscow 
office was discontinued early in 1939. An 
item last year in Linn’s called attention 
to the discontinuance of this office on 
March 31, 1939. 





To expedite emergency shipments of 
serums and pharmaceutical supplies the 
postal laws have been amended as of 
October 2, authorizing Railway Mail 
Clerks to accept parcels from manufact- 
urers of such material.

impending issue and the actual stamps, 
that we do not believe our readers would 
obtain any material benefit from printing 
forecasts. Moreover, by waiting until 
stamps are issued, Mr. Shepard is en- 
abled to make his listings of new issues 
COMPLETE, something not usually the 
case with stamp paper departments of 
this sort. 


““Must I pay a cachet sponsor the same 
as a dealer for affixing my stamps or 
cacheting my covers?” If the cachet 
sponsor feels he must profit from the 
event, then he should do as a stamp 
dealer and advertise his wares and not 
expect the stamp press to give free 
space. Cachets got started with intention 
of enjoying the sending or publicity, 
the sponsor supplying the cachet and 
placing it on covers. It was all free, 
usually some Chamber of Commerce or 
collector paying cost of cachet. Since 
then there has been a gradual entry into 
stamp dealing, trying in one form or 
another to collect pennies which mount 
into dollars. Instead of some cachets be- 
ing produced to commemorate some- 
thing, the primary incentive is monetary 
profit. Hence our barring from free pub- 
lication all mention of cachets for which 
there is a charge, no matter by whom 
or for what. If sponsors don’t want to 
do the work except for profit, they 
should quit. No one asks them to get 
out cachets, and one more or less makes 
no difference, for there are plenty any- 
way. 


“My ————— first day covers have 
not returned; who would steal them?” No 
one steals them; the probability is that 
this reader’s covers are among the stack 
at every first day office of unaddressed 
covers sent in without return address on 
outer envelope and thus presenting the 
first day office staff with mysteries as 
deep as any Sherlock Holmes ever 
tackled. And without a Sherlock, the 
covers often never do reach their owners. 





“Why is there not more advance notice 
of First Flights?” It has not been found 
practical in many instances to delay in- 
euguration of a new air mail route to al- 
low sufficient time for collectors to pre- 
pare covers, consequently some notices of 
first flights appear in an issue of LWSN 
too close to the first flight date to be of 
use to distant collectors. It should be 
noted that the P. O. Dept. seldom sets a 
definite date, merely saying “ will 
take place on or about Dec. 1” or that 
flight will take place after airport facility 
improvements are completed. So col- 
lectors, if they are prompt to send covers, 
frequently on even the shortest notice 
flights, are enabled due to delays in in- 
auguration of service, to obtain first flight 
covers. All the cities are not usually 
added to a route on the same date, it 
should also be noted. In some instances 
service was inaugurated on such short 
notice that no cachet could be prepared. 
It is only a courtesy that collectors are 
given an opportunity to send covers, as 
the main purpose of first flight ceremonies 


vicinity to the new service—for they are 
the ones who are prospective permanent 
patrons of the service. 


“What is meant by ‘married couples’ 
in descriptive matter on early British 
stamps?” Some plates of the Penny 
Black were also used to print the same 
stamp in red and a copy of each color, 
from the same position on the plate is 
termed a “married couple.”

Cuban Centenary Issue 





In connection with the issuance of a 
10c stamp to commemorate the centenry 
of the first postage stamp, the Cuban 
postal service arranged to place these 
stamps on sale at the Havana post office 
on November 22 so that “all those who 
wish to obtain a ‘First Day’ cancellation 
may have the opportunity of purchasing 
the stamps and arranging their covers 
for mailing on the 28th.” The first day 
of issue was to be Nov. 28th, and appar- 
ently the stamps were not to be valid for 
postage prior to that date. All letters 
bearing the stamp, received or posted at 
the Havana post office on Nov. 28 were 
to receive the “first day” cancellation. 
The miniature sheets containing an im- 
perforate block of the stamps were to be 
issued only at Havana, the regular sheets 
being in general circulation.

Over 5,000,000 Famous Americans First Day Covers 





A total of 5,089,862 first day covers 
were sent of the 35 Famous Americans 
stamps issued this year. Total sales of 
the stamps on the first day of issue were 
13,716,504 copies with a face value of 
$435,620.43. The minimum number of 
sets of covers existing would be 116,219 
since that was the smallest quantity of 
covers sent of any one stamp. This was 
the 10c Remington. Largest number of 
covers sent was of the lc Horace Mann 
(186,854), while the largest number of 
stamps sold on a first day was the 1,234,- 
128 record set by the 3c Victor Herbert 





at New York City. Large as these quan- 
tities seem, no cover records were broken 
by individual stamps, even of the 5c and 
10c. Nearest to the 1937 record 5c Vir- 
ginia Dare 226,730 first day covers was 
the 5c Dr. Walter Reed with 154,464 
covers. The 10c Booker Washington came 
very close with 163,507 covers to break- 
ing the record set by the S. P. A. Smoky 
Mountain 10c pane of 164,215 in 1937. 

Totals for each stamp, and each group 
of the first five sets were printed in July 
20th LINN’S. Similar totals for the last 
two sets are printed below.

Vahan Mozian’s auction sale on Sat- 
urday was very well attended. Belgium 
and Austrian sets brought very good 
prices. A New York wholesaler at this 
sale purchased the Austria Wipa sheet 
and 10 shilling Dollfuss stamp at $55 and 
$27 respectively. Austrian stamps are 
still very much in demand among whole- 
salers. 





Last week I was misinformed that all 
Pitcairn sets were sent directly to the 
Islands by the Crown Agents and that 
no supplies would be forthcoming from 
the London dealers. The shipment of 
Pitcairns which reachéd New York this 
week was sent from London. However, 
supplies didn’t last long and now every- 
one is waiting for their next supply which 
will come directly from the Islands. 





Continued small shipments of German 
and German Occupation stamps are be- 
ing received in New York; as yet there 
have been no large wholesale shipments. 
As a result current market prices are 
extremely high, but, even though the 
prices are high there are still no sup- 
plies. Everyone is hopeful of receiving a 
shipment at lower prices. 


The recognition of last year’s New 
York World Fair issue from Brazil, by 
Scott, seems to have been the signal for 
the release of a large speculative holding 
of this set. However, the seller was 
forced to sell them at a 25% loss in order 
to get rid of his holdings. 





A number of weeks ago I pointed out 
that plate number collecting of booklet 
panes and coil stamps had been making], 
much progress.

This week, I was 
shown a current 2c Presidential coil strip 
with a complete plate number attached.
